TEMPERANCE. 


The temperance reform “nut its best 
foot forward” here, in the celebration of 
the “Fourth.” Red Ribbon Clubs, 
Sons of Temperance, Young Ladies’ 
League, Band of Hope, Father Mathew’s 
Societies—all under the auspices of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
turned out in force, forming one of the 
largest processions and drawing one of 
the largest crowds ever known to this 
pleasant littlecity. Besides the throngs 
coming by rail, the country round about 
seemed to have swarmed into town. 
The grateful shade of the abundant fo- 
liage along our streets, and of the mag- 
nificent grove of tall straight native 
oaks, just outside of “city limits,” are 
attractions, delightful and refreshing to 
“red-hot” reformers, on a hot summer’s 
day. Two home bands enlivened the 
celebration, one, “Father Mathew’s.” 
The Catholic priest was also conspicu. 
ous in the crowd. It is pleasant to no- 
tice this breaking away from Romanist 
seclusion, or from the “ close commu- 
nion” of an anti-Christian thraldom. 
The same new liberty is seen on Sunday 
evenings by the presence, occasionally, 
of Romanist communicants at the Con- 
gregational church. The priest, how- 
ever, has not proposed an exchange of 
pulpits vet. When he does it will be 
promptly accepted. 

The editor of the Journal, an old res- 
ident. said to me, “This is a new sight ! 
A Fourth-of-July Temperance celebra- 
tion was never possible, in this region 
before! Let Californians hope on! 
Old friends who “ have fought a good 
fight,”? don’t let croakers or “policymen” 
dampen your courage! At Galesburg 
the reformation was so general. the 
past winter, that C. B. and Q. R. R. re- 
ported a decided decrease of liquor 
freight to that city. 

As another “sign of the times” atten. 
tion is called to the resolutions by the 
recent National Convention of Physi- 
cians; confessing that the faternitv 
have been blamed, ‘‘ not wholly unjust- 
ly,” for prescribing alcohol remedies 
needlessly, and declaring that their 
‘‘practice” should adjust itself to the 
improving sentiment of the age. Trust- 
ting your dailies, of enterprise, have 


_ published the resolutions in full, they 


will not be needed in your columns. 


The churches are in full sympathy 
with the temperance reformation. The 
“right hand of fellowship” was given 
heartily toa ‘‘ reformed man,” at the 
Congregational church last Sabbath. 
Less than a year ago he was a street 
drunkard. Now he comes to church 
regularly, with his family, nicely “cloth- 
ed and in his right mind.” He con- 
fesses that he has tried every human de- 
vice toreform ; but nothing short of the 
gospel, a life of prayer, and divine 
grace is sufficient for him. He brought 


his youngest boy to be consecrated to. 


God in baptism, and no one is more 
prompt in duty at the meetings of the 
church. He now carries the honor of 
president of the Red Ribbon Club. —

nion service, and reception of members. 
She arrived the week previous, having 
an unusually pleasant trip, with agree- 
able company. She seems well satisfied 
with her reception and prospects.

Sabbath-school 


For Sunday, August 4th, 1878—Luke 
v: 1-11.. 
The Draught of Fishes. 


NOTES ON THE LESSON. 


After the rejection of Christ at Naz- 
areth, he turned his steps northward, 
toward the sea of Galilee, and took up 
his abode at Capernaum, which is 
thenceforward designated as “ his own 
city.”’ 

(V. 1) The people pressed upon him 
—‘*As Jesus spoke, the multitude— 
some in their desire to catch every syl- 
lable that fell from the lips of him who 
spake as never man spake, and some in 
their longing to touch him, and so be 


healed of whatever plagues they had—~ 


thronged upon him closer and closer, 
impeding his movements with danger- 
ons and unseemly pressure.”’ (Farrar.) 
To hear the word of God—They re- 
garded him as divine, in so far, at least, 
that his word was “ the word of God.” 
The lake of Gennesaret—The sea of 
Galilee. Luke alone calls it a “ lake,” 
as, in fact, 1t is, situated ‘in the north- 
ern part of Palestine, of oval shape, 
about fourteen miles long, and seven 
wide in the widest part. It is six hun- 
dred and fifty-three feet below the level 
of the Mediterranean Sea. The river 
Jordan enters at its northern end, and 
passes out at its southern.” 

(V. 2) Two ships — Small boats. 
Standing by the lake—They were stand- 
ing still, and probably anchored by 
drawing one end up on the white and 
sandy beach. Zhe jishermen—James 
and John, who owned one of the boats, 
and Andrew and Peter, who owned the 
other. Were washing—Washed them 
off, the word in the original means. 
They were careful to remove the sea- 
weeds and other rubbish from their 
nets, and then to hang them up to dry, 
till they should be wanted the next 
evening. 

(V.3) Entered into one of the ships 
—That is, stepped on board one of the 
boats, because the people were crowding 
him down too near the water. Prayed 
him—He asked Simon, whose boat he 
had entered, to come and push it out a 
little way from the shore. Sat down— 
As was usual with the Rabbis when 
they taught. ‘Seated in this pleasant 
pulpit, safe from the inconvenient con- 
tact with the multitude, he taught them 
from the little boat as it rocked in the 
blue ripples, sparkling in the morning 
sun.” (Farrar.) ‘*'The clear, rippling 
water playing gently round the boat ; 
the fields and vineyards and olive 
groves behind ; the eager listeners, with 
their varied and picturesque Eastern 
dress; the wondrous Preacher; the 
calmness and delicious coolness of morn- 
ing ; and, over all, the cloudless Syrian 
sk y—must have made the scene striking 
in the extreme.” (Geike.) 

(V. 19) Launch out—Push the boat 
out into deep water. The best time for 
fishing was in the evening, or at night ; 
and the best place, where the water was 
rather shoal. They had been fishing all 
night—the best time—and in the best 
places, and caught nothing. Now they 
are commanded in the day— the worst 
time—to push out into deep water—the 
worst place. To experienced fishermen, 
this was a trial of their faith. Your 
nets—The words used by Matthew and 
Mark, in the original, show that it was 
a circular net which they used ; so call- 
ed rather from the method of casting it 
than from the shape of the net itself. 
One end was anchored, or made fast, 
near the shore, or in some shallow spot ; 
then, with the rest of the net in fhe 
boat, paying out as the boat moved on, 
they described an arc of a circle, bring- 
ing the other end round nearly to the 
starting point. For a draught—This 
was the object of the movement, and 
contains an implied promise of success. 

(V.5) Master—The other evangelists 
call him Rabbi, or Lord; Luke alone 
calls him Master, from a word which 
means one placed over others, and hence 
a teacher or guide, All the night—That 
is, through the whole night—the most 
favorable time, and daring the whole of 
it. How, then, can’we expect a draught 
now? (Wordswofth.) At thy word— 


Although contrary to my own experi- 
ence and knowledge of the business, I | 


will do this merely out of deference to 
you. 

(V. 6) Had this done—Done as Jesus 
commanded. A great multitude of fishes 
—‘‘The fish in the sea of Galilee must 
always have been very abundant, even 
when the fishers were so active, for, at 
this day, their number can scarcely be 
conceived by those who have not been 
on thespot. The shoals frequently cov- 
er an acre of the surface, or even more, 
and the fish, as they slowly move along 
the surface, with their back fins just 
seen on the level of the water, are so 
crowded, that it looks, a short way off, 
like a heavy shower of rain.” (Geike.) 
Net brake—Was beginning to break, 
which is the meaning of the imperfect 
tense, as here used, in the original. 

(V. 7) Their partners—James and 
John. Began to sink — Were on the 
point of sinking, loaded down to the 
water’s edge. 

(V. 8) Saw it—The marvelous result 
of the haul. Fell down — Prostrated 
himself, in token of his profound rever- 
ence, at the knees of Jesus, who was 
stiil sitting in Simon’s boat. Depart 
from me—An expression of deep hu- 
mility, and a feeling of unworthiness, 
as if he had said, “Iam unfit for such 
companionship; go thou and find wor- 
thier.” ‘This sense of unworthiness 
and self-loathing is ever the effect, in 
the depths of a heart not utterly hard- 
ened, of the Divine Power and pres. 
ence.” (Alford.) ‘“ How unlike was 
this cry of his passionate and trembling 
humility to the bestial ravings of the 
unclean spirits, who bade the Lord to 
let them alone ; or to the hardened deg- 
radation of the filthy Gadarenes, who 
preferred to the presence of their Sav- 
ior the tending of their swine.” (Farrar.) 

(V. 10) Catch men—The fish were 


taken alive, and the phrase “catch men,”: 


in the original, is, literally, ‘*‘ Thou shalt 
be a catcher of men alive”; as if he 
‘had said, “In fature your occupation 
will be to win men to the truth, that 
they may be raved.” 

(V.11) Forsook all—Not only the 
fish which had just been taken, but 
everything —all they had. Sollowed 
him—In the language of the day, to 
follow any one, as a Rabbi or teacher, 
was to become his scholar or learner. 
These four—Peter and Andrew, James 
and John—are henceforth his devoted 
followers and his constant attendants. 


PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS. 


1. We should not despair of success, 
even though we have toiled long and 
taken nothing. | 

1. We have here an illustration of 
the Apostolic fishers of men, drawing 


| the net of the Gospel through the sea 


of this world, and enclosing the wan- 
dering shoals of heathen nations within 
it. (Wordsworth.) 

8. Even Christ’s followers have their 
dark nights of apparently fruitless ef- 
forts; but a bright morning and better 
success are sure to come if their faith 
fail not. | 

4. We should help each other in the 
spirit of Christien fellowship. As Bish- 
op Wordsworth says: We have here “a 


suggestion to pastors and churches, that | 


when they themselves do not suffice for 
the evangelical and missionary work to 
which they are appointed, they should 
invite other pastors and churches to help 
them * * in the labor of Apostolic- 
al fishing. When a bishop [or pastor] 
is disabled by age or infirmity, he ought 
to be provided with a coadjutor.”’ 

5. This miraculous draught of fishes 


is a striking fulfillment of the prophecy, 
Psalm viii: 6, 8. 


“The Daily Palladium,” of New 
Haven, comes to us with the Bacca- 
laureate sermon of Pres. Porter, of 
Yale College. The same sermon, we 
notice, is printed in the New York “In- 
dependent.” It is a very thoughtfal 
and timely discourse. It contains this 
paragraph; “Christ makes clear and 
possible to man another and a better 
life. Through the opened doors of that 
immortality which he has brought to 
light through his gospel, there has 
streamed ever since a steady radiance 
towards which the hearts of all men 


‘have turned with thankfulness and 


hope. Christ has done for immortality 
what he has done for Theism ; he has 
not demonstrated it to the reason, but 


he has verified it as a fact. He has not 
superseded the necessity of searching 
and scrutinizing its possibility or proba- 
bility on ground of reason, but he has en: 
forced these demonstrations by the best 
attested events of human history, and 
he stands before the rational faith of 


men declaring afresh to all the genera- 


tions: “I am be that liveth and was 
dead,” and “Behold, I am alive for ever- 
more,” and ‘Because I live ye shall 
live also.” In former times men were 
esteemed profound and aspiring, brave 
and strong, according as they reflected 
about another life and longed for it and 
gathered courage from it and were en- 
nobled by it.” It closes with this: 
‘‘Christ gives worth and meaning to 
man’s earthly life. Under the light 
which he casts upon them no event is 
insignificant, no joy is empty, no sorrow 
could be spared. The hopes and re- 
grets of the humbled life, its successes, 
defeats, its strifes and its reconciliations, 
are all appointed and all accepted as 
steps of discipline for the immortal life 
to which they lead. Each minutest 
event is ordered by his providence. 
Every trivial joy is hallowed and sane. 
tioned by his smile, each trifling disap- 
pointment and every heart-breaking 
sorrow is alleviated by his sympathy. 
To each individual a place in life is as- 
signed, if he will be content to occupy 
it. To every man success in life is cer- 
tain if he rightly estimates success, In 
the humblest dwellings and in the ob- 
scurest corners, the noblest, the most 
successful, and the most honorable lives 
are lived as truly as on the wide avenues 
and beneath the gaze of myriads of ad- 
miring eyes. Every life which Christ 
guides by his light, and cheers by his 
smile, and crowns with his forgiveness 
and his reward, is thoroughly worth liv- 


ing for its experience and for its abun- 
dant rewards.”

Early Recollections of a Mother in 
Israel,

(Concluded from last week. ) 

Years rolled by, and the log cabin 
was exchanged for a framed house, 
twelve miles distant in another town, 
that could boast of a school-house, 
where a missionary had been; and there 
were a few Christians who met on the 
Sabbath for worship; but it was four 
miles from us. There were no roads, 
and no wagons to runon them; but my 
father owned a horse that would “carry 
double,” and the most of us could and 
did walk to church and back the same 
day. It was not uncommon for parents 
and children to do the same for many 
years. We now realized that the world 
moved, and that there was light and 
activity in it. A religious paper or 
magazine now and then found its way 
to us. I think the “ Boston Recorder” 
first told us of the meeting of Mills and 
his companions to pray and plan for 
their future missionary work, under a 
haystack. Since then the “‘ Missionary 
Herald” has given information from 
year to year, by letters from missionaries 
employed by the American Board, the 
most of which I have had the privilege 
of reading. Very many of their names 
are as household words, and are fragrant 
with their good deeds and self-sacrificing 
labors in the cause of Christ for the sal- 
vation of immortal souls. Some of 
them I have personally known ; many 
of them I have met face to face when 
they have returned to their native land 
to recruit their wasted energies, and 
then returned to finish their work before 
going to their reward, to hear the “ well 
done,” and to ‘‘enter into the joy of 
their Lord.” 

To bear from their own lips the trials 
and discouragements and successes of 
these faithful laborers, having overcome 
great obstacles through faith and pray- 
er and toil, is truly inspiring. Their 
names and stations are associated—Dr. 
Hamlin with Constantinople, Turkey, 
Robert College, Bebek Seminary, and so 
on; and now our dear Miss Rappleye 
with “the Home” in Constantinople 
and the school in Broussa, These names 


and stations, too numerous to write, are 
dear to the hearts of all lovers of mis- 
sions. They are so many lights, illumin- 
ating the dark minds of those who have 
long sat in darkness and the region and 
shadow of death. To them light 
has sprang up in these latter days, and 
among them teachers are being multi- 
plied, giving hope of a rapid advance 
in this great and glorious cause. 

My memory takes me back more than 
sixty years, dotted all along with the 
names, stations, lives, labors, triumph- 
ant deaths and memories of devoted 
men and women who counted not their 
lives dear, in the self-denying work of 
saving their fellow-men. 

The number of their successors in the 
various fields is being depleted by death 
or ill-health, compelling many to return 
to die among friends, and those who re- 
main in the field are sending the Mace. 
donian cry to Christian young men and 
women in this favored land, “ Come over 
and help us!” “The harvest truly is 
great, but the laborers are few.” 

Are there not many in this land of 
Bibles and schools—are there not some 
in this state—who will make the earnest 
inquiry, “ Lord, what wilt thou have 
me to do?” and will respond, “ Here I 
am, send me.” 

I have become interested in missions 
mainly through the constant reading of 
the “‘ Missionary Herald,” the organ of 
the American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, and I think if it were more gener- 
ally read, a larger number would be per- 
suaded it was their duty and privilege to 
respond to this call. If it is for want of 
knowledge of the great need of a re- 
inforcement of men and women, it is a 
great pity that so trifling an expense as 
one dollar a year should stand in 
the way. If any Christian young 
man or woman, or any number of them, 
desiring the knowledge they may ob- 
tain from a monthly perusal of that or- 
gan, with a view to devoting their lives 
to the work of missions, will send their 
names to me, I will yladly supply them 
with it. Not because I am rich, but be- 
cause of the importance of the knowl- 
edge to be obtained; and the self-deni- 
alina few minor matters would be tri- 
fling compared with the satisfaction of 
thus advancing this most important 
work, 

Should any devoted Christian man or 
woman be induced to take the place 
and receive the mantle of some faithful 
servant of Christ, just ready, like Eli- 
jah, to go to his reward, by the reading 
of a“ Herald” that I had supplied, it 
would add one portion to my cup of joy 
on earth and in heaven. This appeal 
that I now make will probably be my 
last. In three days, June 21, I shall 
have reached my eighty-first year, more 
than the allotted span of life, and I am 
glad to see the success already achieved 
in bringing the world to Christ, and es- 
pecially to see the work of women for 
women prosecuted with so much vigor, 
May the rising generation be trained to 
fill the important positions their parents 
now hold, and may they now fully real- 
ize the truth that “ time is short.”? The 
enemy is doing his work with a zeal 
worthy of a better cause. He never re- 
laxes his effurts nor ceases his vigilance 
in laying snares for the feet of our 
youth, and securing the ruin of children 
of almost infantile years even. 

On the rising generation will soon rest 
all the affairs of nations; and on par- 
ents now rests much, very much, of the 
respcnsibility as to what the govern- 
ment shall be, and what kind of men 
shall fill the highest and lowest offices 
of trust. Our Sabbath-school ,and 
other teachers have great influence over 
the minds of their pupils. May they 
do their work with a view of their ac- 
countability to God as good stewards. 

The work of missions is not all across 
the waters, nor among the islands of the 
sea. We have only to look, it may be, 
to our next-door neighbor, to find hu- 
man beings who are harder to win to 
Christ than the Hottentot of Africa or 
the Fejee Islander. So the work is all 
around us, and there is no time to be 
idle—not a moment to lose. The in- 
junction is, “ Work while the day lasts, 
for the night cometh when no man can 


work.” 
The foundation of work for Christ 


begins in the household ; and among the 
earliest impressions should be those that, 
like good seed, shall bear an abundant 
harvest of good deeds in later life. 

Their tender hearts may be touched 
with a description of an innocent Sav- 
ior, and their sympathies enlisted in 
behalf of poor and neglected children 
far away, who have no knowledge of 
the precious Bible and the way of life. 

It is a cause of rejoicing that youth 
and little children in many places are 
gathering to work for these neglected, 
degraded ones, thus learning self-denial, 
and, let us hope, love to the cause so 
dear to every Christian heart. 

Let them all be gathered in—yes, 
gather the children in; gather them in 
without delay. They will be gathered 
in somewhere. If not in the Sabbath- 
schools and the churches, and fitted for 
the kingdom of heaven, then many of 
them will be gathered into prisons and 
schovuls of crime. Then be vigilant, par- 
ents ; mothers, fathers too, teachers, and 
all who have opportunity, ‘‘ gather the 
children in.” 

And now my mind recurs again to my 
first thought, touching at all the mis- 
sion stations of the American Board in 
turn, contemplating the wonderful work 
which God has already wrought by hu- 
man instrumentality from “ Greenland’s: 
icy mountains ” to the Sandwich Islands 
and China—and the view is truly in- 
spiring —giving hope and courage to all 
present and future laborers. 

“Prophets and kings desired it long, 
and died without the sight.” I rejoice 
in the light that has brought me on thus 
far in my pilgrimage, but generations in 
the near future will see greater things 
than I have seen or can conceive. The 
little torches lighted by missionaries will 
ere long spread and meet, and at length 
burst into one grand illumination, fill- 
ing the whole earth “ as the waters cov- 
er the sea.” N. P. Samira...

Nores.—We see that Rev. M. J. 
Savage has written a story in the inter- 
est of liberalism, called “ Bluffton.” It 
is supposed to gather up some of his 
own experiences in passing from ortho- 
doxy to the Unitarian faith. William 
Cullen Bryant was in his eighty-fourth 
year. Ralph Waldo Emerson has 
lately completed seventy-five years. 
The Chinese Bible—that is, the Con- 
fucian writings—is called Four Books 
and Five Classics. The Four Books 
would make an 8vo voolume of 238 
pages ; the Five Classics, two such vol- 
umes of 500 pages each. 


Excerpts. — The Socialist press of 
Germany ‘‘ boasts”’ of no less than sev- 
enty-five publications, with 135,000 sub- 
scribers—an unfortunate increase on 
statistics previously given. - The 
Bampton Lecturer for the present year 
is, according to the “ Times,” engaged 
upon a minute criticism of the text of 
Zechariah. The well-known firm of 
Scribner, Armstrong & Co. has been 
dissolved by the death of Mr. Edward 
Seymour and by its own limitation. Mr. 
Armstrong also retires from the firm, 
and the business will be conducted un- 
der the firm name of Charles Scribner’s 
Sons. Biblical scholars must famil- 
jarize themselves with the term “ Hexa- 
teuch,” which has been invented by the 
modern destructive school of Old Tes- 
tament criticism to cover the Penta- 
teuch and Joshua. 


Oxscuriry.—Dr. W. H. Van Doren 
says of Lange’s obscurity: “ It reminds 
me of the obscure passages found in 
Paul F. Richter’s works. On one occa- 
sion, two of his admirers, having for 
some time disputed as to the author’s 
meaning, agreed to ride some ten miles 
and submit the matter to Richter himself, 
After reading and studying some time, 
the eloquent author answered: ‘ Gen- 
tlemen, when I wrote that passage there 
were but two in the universe that knew 
my meaning—those were my Maker 
and myself. Wow there is but One.’ 
He could not comprehend his own writ- 
ings.” 

New Booxs 1n GeRMANY.-—Fourteen 
thousand new books, containing twenty 
thoasand volumes, were published in 
Germany in 1877, by ten thousand 
authors. The total number of copies 
was two million four hundred thousand, 
or one for every twentieth person in the 
empire. The eight million almanacs 
printed annually are not included in this 
computation. Statistics show that the 
new books are bought by only two per 
centum of the population, and herein is 
a. curious phenomenon, that a nation 
producing such an enormous number of 
books should buy, comparatively, so 
few—for at least half of every edition 
is unsold, or is sold outside of Germany. 


JoHN Rvusk1n.—A correspondent of 
the Boston “‘Advertiser” gives a melan- 
choly statement of the condition of the 
celebrated author of the ‘‘ Stones of 
Venice.” He says: “I fear that his 
mental faculties are permanently eclips- 
ed. He is not yet sixty, and he has 
lived a temperate life. He has worked 
very hard of late years, and he has 
suffered much worry, Owing tothe mis- 
carriage of several philanthropic schemes 


- upon which he had set his heart, and 


for which he had freely opened his 
purse. Like many men who are born 
with full purses and good intentions, he 
was led, like Gerritt Smith, by the im- 
pulses of his kindly nature, to engage 
in enterprises from which other persons 
reaped profit, while he gained painful 
experience. He has himself told how 
he lost large sums in order that some 
poor relatives might get on in the 
world ; and up to the time of his illness 
he was liable to do something well 
meant, but far from judicious.” 


EpvucatTionaLt Nores.— The Baptist 
school or college for Oregon is located 
at McMinnville. Rev. G. J. Burchett, 
of Astoria, has lately been elected Pres- 
ident, and Mr. D. C. Latourette, Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics. The latter is a 
graduate of Pacific University, Forest 
Grove, of the present year. Mr. G 
Keep, lately of the Golden Gate Acad- 
emy, becomes master of the High School 
in Alameda. He wiil be found a good 
teacher and an excellent citizen. 
About fifty young women will take the 
Harvard examinations this summer— 
twenty in Philadelphia, eleven in Cam- 
bridge, five in Cincinnati, and the oth- 
ers in New York city. The strict- 
ness of the course of study and disci- 
pline, and the rigidness of the examina. 
tion through which the cadets at West 
Point are called to pass, is shown in the 
fact that out of 175 who had been con- 
nected with the class that graduated re- 
cently, only 13 passed the final. test. 
The class started four years ago with 
162 members, and was increased. by the 
addition of those who fell back from 


more advanced classes; but less than 
one quarter of the whole number reach- 
ed the goal. 


CULTURE MEANS WORE. 


Cutture, culture—it is a little god 
with thousands of young people, who 
fail to see its essential selfishness. There 
is a word diletiante, which has come to 
us from the Italian, which expresses 
just a little of the weakness of culture 
when pursued as an end. It suggests 
that purposelessness of culture which 
distinguishes it from the intensity of a 
manly character that works for an end. 
A manly man cannot help feeling a 
healthy contempt for any life which ends 
only in its own amusement and pleasure, 
no matter how refined the amusement 
may be. Cultivation for the sake of 
cultare, sunlight for the sake of sunshine, 
polishing for the sake of polish—there 
is something empty and contemptible in 
the very thought of such a life. Cal- 
ture is good, is beautiful; but culture 
for culture’s sake, we say, is contemptible 
—-contemptible because it is utterly sel- 
fish and therefore, unworthy. The grand 
men in the world have been the men of 
force ; the men who have taken hold of 
other men and lifted them, instead of 
lifting at their own boot-straps. No 
man’s name goes down to the ages as a 
name of enthusiasm and power who has 
not in him a tremendous will to accom- 
plish something great and good outside 
of himself. This is the very essence of 
Christianity, which is godliness. ‘* My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work.” 
There is the example of God and Christ, 
and the grand bidding to the disciple is : 
‘Work while the day lasts.” ‘* He 
went about doing good,” is the record 
of the Master, and “Go work in my 
vineyard is his command. The very 
beauty and gloss of culture is its danger 
and weakness. The intellectual dandy, 
who stands everlastingly before the 
mirror of his own mind, to admire his 
own beauty, is apt to get tired of polish- 


ing and standing, and too often degen-. 


erates into a lazy, lackadaisical, good- 
for-nothing shirk. How many such we 
see! Young students, who neglect 
their Greek and mathemathics, that 
they may dabble in poetry and fiction ; 
who think it stupid to “dig,” and are 
not ashamed to beg or steal the little 
scholarship by which they manage to 
escape being ‘‘ plucked” at examination 
Young men, who finger just a little 
French or German, which they have 
picked up by accident, almost, and who 
despise the glorious chances of royal 
work which this magnificent jubilee 
eentury in earth’s history is pressing 
upon them ; who dawdle and smirk and 
grin when other men are hard at work ; 
and who are satisfied to cultivate com- 
plexion while other4men are developing 
brawn. It is more worth while to take 
hold and do something, than to stand at 
the cross-roads.and call to the passers- 
by to admire “this very magnificent 
three-tailed bashaw.”—[The Indepen- 
dent. 


THIS SUMMER'S ECLIPSE OF THE 
SUN. 

A pamphlet is just issued from the 
U. S. Nautical Almanac Office at 
Washington, in which Professor New- 
comb gives particulars for this country 
of the total solar eclipse to take place 
July 29th. Maps are furnished for the 
line of totality, which extends over the 
western end of Montana, across the Yel 
lowstone National Park, through Wy. 
Ter., over Denver, Col., down through 
northern and eastern Texas, entering 
the Gulf of Mexico between New Or- 
leans and Galveston. It will then pass 
over the most of Cuba and the soutb- 
ern portion of Santo Domingo, vanish- 
ing from earth shortly afterwards. The 
breadth of the totality shadow in this 
country will be about 116 miles. The 
partial eclipse will extend all over the 


, United States, Mexico and British Amer- 


ica. Instruetions are given by which 
unskilled observers, possessed of a spy- 
glass and a watch, may make observa- 
tions on this eclipse along the line of 
totality, that are likely to be of use if 
sent to Washington. It is mentioned 
incidently that the present astronomi- 
cal tables are so uncertain that there is 
a difference of four miles in the path of 
the shadow as given respectively by the 
British and American Nautical Alma. 
nacs. The pampblet includes a dia- 
gram of the place of important stars 
which may be seen near the sun dar- 
ing the moments of eplipse, and sug- 
gests that a sharp lookout should be 
then kept for intra-Mercurial planets. 
People who have facilities for rapid 
sketching are advised how to make 
drawings of the corona. All the sug- 
gestions of the pamphlet are simple, and 
may be carried out with little trouble 


by those who are favorably situated as 
to locality.

MUCH IN LITTLE. 

Perhaps the most precious diamond 
in the world is the ‘* Pitt Diamond,” 
wich in 1743 was bought by the regent 
Dake of Orleans for $675,000. It is 
now valued at $1,000,000 ; which goes 
to prove that, notwithstanding all the 
issues of this kind of mine in the long 
interval of a century and a third, dia- 
monds have continued a good invest- 
ment. The cutting of the Duke’s dia- 
mond occupied two years, and reduced 
the weight from 410 to 136: carats. The 
Empress Catharine paid $450,000 for a 
diamond weighing 194 carats and about 
the size of a pigeon’s egg. Diamonds 
were first found in India and the Island 
Borneo. The most celebrated mines of 
India are those of Golconda and Raol- 
condal. Most now imported into Eu- 
rope and America eome from Brazil, 
where they were first discovered in A.D. 
1728. ‘Diamonds of the first water” 
are witout any color; those tinged with 
red, orange, yellow, brown or black, are 
inferior. In their natural state they ap- 
pear as little round pebbles, covered 
with a thin brownish crust, and semi- 
transparent.

jection. The author of this pamphlet 
of fifty-three pages has had experience 
as a legislator, an advocate, and a 
judge, and is familiar with the difficul- 
ties and defects of our present funda- 
mental law. He is no friend of irre- 
sponsible corporations, or great monop- 
olies; neither is he a socialist in any 
‘technical sense. We like most of the 
special provisions in this draft for a con- 
stitution ; particularly those which limit 
and define the powers of corporations, 
and those which restrict the action of 
legislatures.

Tae Reticious Movement IN 
France.—There are iudications that a 
movement of the people for the deser- 
tion of the Romish church has set ,in. 
This movement is well described, in 
a few words, by Prof. Sabatier, in a 
letter to the “ Journal de Genéve.” 
I translate for your readers the most 
significant passage. The writer is at- 
tached to the Reformed Church, and is 
one of the Faculty of the Theological 
School at Paris. He says: “It is not 
a movement of some choice minds, 
moved by prolonged reflections towards 
Protestantism. The movement - has 
taken shape among the popular classes. 
All the missionary agents confess that 
they are unequal to the demand which 
it makes upon them. 

In the departments of the Niévre, of 
the Yonne, of the Orne, entire communi- 
ties have decided formally to hear the pas- 
tor or the evangeiist. They take the 
theater the market-house, a concert sa- 
loon ; and a preacher who formerly spoke 
in a backshop to a dozen abashed Protest- 


ants, finds around him to-day from 600jto 
1000 auditors. At Guérot, the chief 
place in the department of the Creuse, 
M. Fisch reports that he has held in the 
theater two meetings, which were at- 
tended by nearly the whole population ; 
and in the department itself, where 
twenty years ago there was not a Prot- 
estant, evangelical services are held in 
thirty-four communes.
